Business Is Promisihg 



Tho Bok Peace Plan award has re- 
colyed ao much publicity that wo Im- 
agine It 1b now well known by every 
one. If this is not the cbbg, copies of 
the "Winning Plan" containing ex- 
planations, can, I bellovo, be procur- 
ed upon application to the prealdont 
of tho Woman's club. There are rea- 
sons enough, on Its own account, why 
this plan or any plan which, had re- 
ceived tho award from the Judges 
chosen by Mr. fiok should have wide 
publicity, ■ Tho world noeda peace. 
No nation needs peace more than tho 
United States. It la foolish, unchris- 
tian and Inhuman for ua to plan any 
degree of assistance to tho nations 
of Europe In their efforts toward 
peace, on tho basis of how much Iron, 
wheat, cotton, or other commodities. 
We can export to them, or what other 
financial bcneilt can be derived by us 
through a condlUoa of peace abroad. 
Such a policy has been suggested by 
many Americans to tho shamo of 
their brothers. We, as a nation, 
ought to bo profoundly grateful to Mr, 
Bok for making the attempt, which 
congress might well have mado, of 
trying to And a plan according to 
which America might take her place 
in the family of tho nations in work- 
ing out the conditions of permanent 
World Peace. • We have prided our 
selves on our narrow-minded provin- 
cialism about long enough. 

It seems nothing short of absurd 
that the Congress of tho United 
States should impute traitorous mo- 
tives to such distinguished men as 
those who made up tho Jury of award 
for tho winning peace plan. It seems 
impossible that such motives could 
be ascribod to-Mr.-Bok; or shall con- 
fess vote banishment for the as-yev 
unknown author of the Winning Flau? 
The thing which aecms to hurt some 
sore spot down at Washington Is that 
tho American peoplo have been given 
a chance to decide whether or not 
they approve of tho plan which won 
the prize. You would think that a 
congress of a democratic nation 
would rejoice In tho chance given to 
the people to think about world prob- 
lems. But no! The real sore spot 
seems to bo that these gentlemen at 
Washington fear tho American public 
will not think as they do. The reason 
is easy to see: 

The Winning Plan is based on this 
that America should become a mem- 
ber of The League of Nations. Article 
X and XVI of the Covenant of the 
League, reluUve to the uao of force 
by the League, upon which articles 
the hostility of America largely cen- 
tered, have had their stingers duly ex- 
tracted, In the Winning Plan, Moral 
force — the force of public opinion is 
substituted. Further, America's par- 
ticipation in the League, It Is sug- 
gested, be so safe-guarded, relative to 
Uio Monroe doctrine, that lier leader- 
ship in tho WcHtern hemisphere aliall 
not bo over-ridden by tho Council of 
League. It Is still further suggOEted 
that, In every case, America's partici- 
pation shall depend upon the deliber- 
ate action of congress. These threa 
problems which wore not provide J 
for In tho Covenant of the League (<re 
the very ones bocause of which tho 
leaders of tho Republican party have 
fought America's entrance to the Lea- 
gue. Ex-president Harding ami Sec- 
retary Hughes have desired the par- 
ticipation In the permanent World 
Pcaco court of America on substant- 
ially these samo conditions. TU'iro 
has been since tho war a deep, sub- 
stantial and constantly growing con- 
viction In America that Wo can not 
honorably side stop our duty toward 
tho rest of tho world. Some of the 
Republican loaders of Congress are

Milk Producers A^ain Call 
on Bundeson; Bowman . 
Recall Demands 



LOCAL TO MEET HERE 

Another victory for the farmers. 
Monday the Bowman company were 
reported to have issued orders that 
no milk was to be received at their 
plants only from farmers who signed 
up the "Bowman contract. This con- 
tract Is objectionable to the farmers. 

The officials of the Milk Producers' 
association again called on the good 
services of Commissioner Bundeson. 
The matter was taken up with the 
Bowman Company Tuesday and they 
assurred Dr. Bundeson that the re- 
quest for signed contracts would be 
dropped. 

Realizing that tho Bowman com- 
pany is making every effort to dis- 
courage organized producers, the as- 
sociation is making strong efforts to 
get the producers together to combat 
this company. It is evident that the 
Bowman company, who control 407o 
of milk distribution In Chicago, have 
not submitted to victories awarded 
to the farmers. 

A new phase of the fluid milk argu- 
ment was presented yesterday when 
delegations from the Bowman plants 
at Clinton, Janesvllle and Brooklln, 
Wisconsin appeared before Dr. Bunde- 
son demanding that they should re- 
ceive the fluid milk price for their 
milk. Dr. Bundeson decided that 
these plants were entitled to 2.67%, 
but not the 8-cent freight rebate. 
These plants were paying 2,B0 for 
milk.

SUCCESS WITH RED CLOVER 

DEPENDS ON MANY FACTORS 
A successful stand of red clover de- 
pends on a number of factors, the ab- 
sence of any one of which may ser- [ 
lously affect the crop. A simple test 
to determine the needs of the soli on 
the farm or In the field where It Is 
desired to grow clover may be mado 
by setting asldo a small plat of 
gnnnnl In the field for experimental 
purposes and trying different treat- 
ments of the soil as regards lime, fort 
tllizors, etc. 

An arrangement of a series of eight 
plats for such a test Is suggested by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The strip of land to be used 
for the teat should be as near repre- 
sentative of the field as Is possible to 
determine from Huporficlal observa- 
tion. Divide it Into eight plats of 
equal size. Leave the first plat un- 
treated for a check on the treated 
plats. On the second spread lime 
alone, on the third lime and phos- 
phate, on the fourth lime and manure, 
on the fifth manure alone, on the sixth 
manure ad phosphate, on tho seventh 
phosphate alone, and leave the eighth 
untreated for another check. 

By this arrangement all of the Umo 
and all of the manure can be applied 
to the experimental plat in one con- 
tinuous area. , The phosphate alone 
must be applied to separate areas, 
and phosphate Is the easiest to ap- 
ply. A ton of ground limestone and 
250 to 300 pounds of 16 per cent acid 
phosphate per acre Is suggested un- 
less the land Is known to bo very poor 
in lime, wlieu 2 tons of ground lime- 
stone may t)o applied. In this outline 
no potash has been suggested. Pot- 
ash plats can be Inserted If desired, 
but over most of the clover urea 
scarcity of phosphate Is much more 
common than scarcity of potash, and 
by following the outline suggested 
here tho farmer is likely to find which 
fertilizer is beet to use. This outline 
Illustrates tlio principle of definite ex- 
perimentation and can be varied to 
suit the kind of Information wanted. 
One or more check plats to which 
nothing is added and which receive 
only tho same treatment as the main 
field must always bo left for deflnlto 
comparison.

COST OF PRODUCTION IDENTICAL 

Two high school boys, sophomores 



In tlie agricultural department of the 
Antioch high school, carried out two 
projects in potato growing last sum- 
mer that show fairly well what can 
be accomplished in potato growing in 
this section. 

Oliver Hughes grew ono-half acre of 
Hural New Yorker, potntoca which re- 
turned him a total Income of 522.40. 
The cost of producing ono bushel was 
seventy-five cents according to Oliv- 
er's figures. Ho sold all his potatoes 
at one dollar per bushel. His yield 
ran at the rate of 12G bushels per 
acre. Charles Alvers Jr., grew one- 
quarter of an acre of Early Ohio po- 
tatoes which returned him n total In- 
come of 532.73.
